There is a chance that the city of Sierra 
Madre could have an independent transportation 
service by Oct. 15, if all proposals and meetings 
are completed as scheduled as of this week. 

At last week’s City Council meeting, coun- 
cilmembers asked Judy Webb, transportation 
chairman for Sierra Madre Council on Aging, 
Inc., to request two more proposals for a study 
on the transportation needs within the city of 
Sierra Madre. 

This transportation will be paid for from 
Proposition A funds equaling $146,884 from 
1982-83 and 1983-84 combined. Split out. Sierra 
Madre received $78,884 last year, and approxi¬ 
mately $70,000 this year. 

Webb already has a proposal from Clyde 
Sweet and Associates which equals between $3000 
and $8000, to determine the best transportation 
for this foothill city of nearly 11,000 population. 

Webb stressed the need to have some sort 
of transporation available while the six-month 
study is being completed. She suggested the in¬ 
terim transportation to be provided by San Gabriel 
Cab Company. 

According to Chuck Robertson, representing 
the cab company, the company would purchase 
a car just for the city of Sierra Madre, to be used 
solely in Sierra Madre on a daily basis. He sug¬ 
gested having the cab available between the hours 
of 9 a.m. and 5:30 p.m. Mondays through 
Saturdays, and from 9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Sundays. 

Webb told councilmembers that this company 
is also responsible for Dial-a-Ride in Arcadia, 
and suggested that connection points for travelers 
going outside the city limits be set up at the edge 


of the city. At those points, Pasadena and Area 
dia entities could pick up Sierra Madreans who 
needed to leave the city. 

Webb said the Chamber of Commerce had 
already gone on record to urge that transporta¬ 
tion be run only within the city limits since the 
transportation is being paid from Sierra Madre’s 
tax dollars (Proposition A funds). For this reason 
the connection points for other transportation 
outside the city would be a necessity. 

The cab company representative told the 
council that a six-month estimate of these ser¬ 
vices would run between $22,000 and $24,000 for 
six months. He explained that the charge of $16 
per hour covers the driver, gas, repair and a dis¬ 
patcher. There would be a back-up vehicle 
available. 

Forms describing the age breakdown and 
destination of every rider, reviewed at the end of 
every two-week period by the cab company, will 
be returned to the city and billing will follow. 

The council agreed to the need for immediate 
service but proposed a 90-day contract with San 
Gabriel Cab Co. with a 90-day option so that 
necessary changes could be implemented, if 
necessary. 

In two weeks, Webb will return to the council 
with the other two needs assessment proposals 
and the two 90-day contracts from the cab 
company. After the council accepts those, Webb 
will take the blanket proposal to the Los Angeles 
County Transportation Commission for approval 
which should take approximately a month. So 
within about six weeks, Sierra Madre should 


have some sort of transportation. 

Webb told the council that Arcadia Dial-a- 
Ride makes coupons available for their users, 
and mentioned that Sierra Madre could charge a 
token fee such as 50 cents per ride if it chose.. 
Or, she said, the ride could be totally free-of- 
charge, also. 

The transportation chairman said. “This 
transportation is for everyone. There are no pri¬ 
orities. It is for the seniors and the handicapped 
and everyone who lives in Sierra Madre.” 

She continued, “We’re isolated up here. 
We’re similar to Monrovia. We need to move 
people around inside the town and we need some¬ 
thing fast. Of the population in Sierra Madre, 
25.1^0 consists of people over 53 years of age. 
There are 306 here who are over 85 years.” 

Other transportation available to seniors 
only includes that which runs five days a week 
between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 

La Verne Brunetto has a van and is available 
on call to drive seniors in Sierra Madre and to 
adjoining towns of Pasadena and Arcadia. Her 
service is free to mobile seniors.

Community encouraged 
to ‘Adopt a Cop’ today 


Sierra Madrean Lee Herring is borrowing an 
idea from her native Pennsylvania and urges all 
Sierra Madreans to follow her. 

When she called the News last week with her 
“Adopt-a-Cop” idea, she said, “This program 
doesn’t need anyone’s support but the people of 
Sierra Madre — it’s the people’s choice.” 

As of Tuesday afternoon when she brought 
some of her friends to the police department to 
meet with department principals and a city coun¬ 
cil woman, the program had already left the ground. 

The names of all 12 police officers and 13 
reserves were placed in a hat at that meeting, and 
five names were drawn by the Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents on hand. 

Herring explained, “I’m going to contact my 
officer, Dan Ginter, and I’m going to say, “Hi, 
Dan, my name is Lee. I’ve adopted you for a 
week.’ We’ll have a cup of coffee here while he’s 
on duty, then at the end of the week I’ll give 
him the option of having him and his family to 
our house to dinner.” 


The others agreed that this is the way they 
would like the program to run. Herring wrote out 
her check and deposited it with the Sierra Madre 

Police Dept, and the other residents followed her 
lead. 

According to Herring, “The money will go to¬ 
ward updating equipment, improving policemen’s 
safety as well as ours.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler, liaison from the 
council to the department, said, “This program 
provides an avenue for the citizens to get in¬ 
volved with the police on the street rather than 
during a disaster.” 

Police Chief Bill Betts stated, “I’m very cau¬ 
tious when you mention money. 1 want the citizens 
to know how every penny is spent. It’s an excel¬ 
lent idea to develop better communications between 
officers and the community.”

Sgt. Larry Lutzow Tuesday told the News 
that the Sierra Madre Police Association planned 
to sign the Memorandum of Understanding 
with the city of Sierra Madre, resolving the 
problems that had dampened negotiations with 
both that association and with the Sierra Madre 
Employee’s Association. 

According to Mayor Clem Bartolai, the 
Memorandum reads as follows:

• The city of Sierra Madre will pay the 2*7o 
of mandatory IVo employee contribution 
to the Public Employee’s Retirement Sys¬ 
tem, effective Jan. 3, 1983. The city addi¬ 
tionally contributes on behalf of the em¬ 
ployees, to a pooled account, an addi¬ 
tional 22.S*7o. This amounts to approxi¬ 
mately $45,000 for the miscellaneous 
employees. 

• Dependent group insurance will not be 
provided to newly-hired employees but 
will be available by employee contribution 
at the time of hire. All existing employees 
will retain their current level of dependent 
coverage at no cost to the employee. 
Two existing employees may change their 
dependent coverage as a result of a need 
to add dependent coverage. The current 
group coverage for dependents represents 
$3475 per year. This fringe benefit has 
increased since the initial negotiations 
of the prior Memorandum of Understand¬ 
ing in Jan., 1982, from a level of $1787 
which represents a net increase in fringe 
benefits of $ 1688 per year.
